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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants contend that the reference Ooaeh et 
al. (U.S. Patent 5,981,960) herein known as Ooaeh does not teach adjusting a pressure of the cleaning gas to maintain the electron 
beam current at a substantially constant value. 

In response to Applicants 1 contention that Ooaeh does not teach adjusting a pressure of the cleaning gas to maintain the electron beam 
current at a substantially constant value, Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Applicants' attention is respectfully directed to (col. 7, line 10 to col. 8, line 53 and FIGS. 6 and 8) where Ooaeh discloses adjusting a 
pressure of the cleaning gas in the main chamber 4 to 5 x 10-6 -2x10-5 Torr (col. 7, lines 10-20), and in FIG. 8 Ooaeh shows that the 
electron beam current in each individual chamber 2, 3a, 3b t 3c, and 4 is maintained at a substantially constant value. Thus, Ooaeh does 
teach adjusting a pressure of the cleaning gas to maintain the electron beam current at a substantially constant value. 

For this reason, Examiner holds the rejection proper. 
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
